HE WEST RIVER, | ' 


The Peking correspondent of the N.C; Dail 

News writes }— . Be Sis 

In my former letter I called attention to the 
deletion from the Treaty of Peace of the port of 
Wuchow, in Kuangsi, situated on the West 
River. Groat importance has for a long time 
been attached to the opening of this river and’ 
frequent have been the representations on tho. 
subject by the British and German Legations, but 
hitherto without success. Similar opposition has 
been met here, as in other Chinese. waterways, 
from the native junk owners. Native) steamers 
have even been forbidden, as on the Upper 
Yangtze. After the Japanese successful war 
all such opposition has been overcome and it was 
confidently anticipated that whatevér Japan 
chose to ask would be granted, and this amon 
others. But our hopes were only raised to be 
dashed to the ground. The port was struck ont. 
ot the Treaty. Sooner or later the Chinese 
Government will be compelled to open this river. 
The province of Kuangsi must be reached and 
this waterway opened to international trade. It 
has been throagh French influence that. tha 
river has remained closed. This river would be 
able to compete favourably in its traffic with 
the route which the French in Tonkin ara 
trying to open up with the view of! tapping 
Kuangsi and South-west China. We hope the 
hands of Germany are not tied on this question 
by the present alliance.

THE SZECHUEN OUTRAGES. 
N OUTRAGES 


A correspondent writbs from Kiukiang; under 
date of 11th inst., to tha N.C. Daily News:— 

At last foreign wires from the west have been 

ermitted! All yesterday, last night, and to- 

ay, hundreds of official messages have been 
coming through from all the principal Szechuen 
telegraph stations. Thby came in cy her, to the 
Txuogli Yamen, the Wuchang and Nanking 
Viceroys, and doubtless were reporting progress. 
A number of wires were sent west by foreigners, 
but it was distinctly stated that no foreign mes- 
suges would come through in reply till to-night 
or to-morrow. Perhaps ‘the Ministers have by 
their representations in Peking cau the 
lives here to give up their seorets, and serious 
enough they are. The news just to hand jis that 
Chéngtu, Kiating, Yachou, Sinking, and| Peng- 
shan have been completely wrecked and that 
Luchou and Suifa are threatened, also Chung- 
king, where the examinations are about to come 
off, The Chéngtu fordigners were sent away 
from that place yesterday, 10th June, after 13 
days’ confinement in the yaméns. From pertain 
indications to hand it stems that a number of 
other places have gone and that Yanoap is in 
the same condition as Szechuen. It is reported 
in the telegrams that some forcigners. arg miss- 
ing and the natives Raxelit that some foreigners 
have been killed. Chungking people urgently 
request assistance. Conimunications havi been 
received here by the natives from the literati or 
officials of the west urging them to rise at onoe 
and, as the Hunan programme provided, drive 
the foreign devils into the sea. " 

Ono cannot bat be gtrick by certain designed 
coincidences. As soon the riots begin the 
wires are reported t» be down and remain down 
ten days. The stoppage was said to be a ‘trivial 
damage, 175 li west of Shashi and near Iohang, 
If this be trne—and there is grave reason to doubt 
the whole story—it is but a few hours’ journey 
to Shashi, where thera! is.a telegraph station, 
and messages could easily have been sent by 
boat or courier entailing only some few hours’ 
delay, but we have ten days’ interruption’ and it 
is im ible to give a satisfactory explanation 
of this occurrence. Agaiu, when sufficient time 
has been allowed to get the scheme of the Vice- 
roy’s well under way, and when the Ministers in 
Peking will no longer /be put off, the lines are 
in repair again and after some 36 hours’ furtber 
delay for government messages, foreign news 
is permitted to come-through. ewe 

Another cojncidence is striking, namely, that 
the Wuchang and Nanking Viceroys are in full 
touch with the Yunnan and Szechuen Viceroys,
